With Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt Jr. 


President’s Son Had Agreed To Introduce Distant Relative 
at Lecture But Later Made Excuses 
When She Protested. 


DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 10.—(4)— 
Elliott Roosevelt, strapping son of 
the President, said today he acceded 
to a request by Mrs. Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. not to introduce her to a Fort 
Worth town hall audience last night, 
to avoid an “embarrassing” situation. 

Young Roosevelt, invited several 
weeks ago to appear at the town hall 
lecture and introduce his distant rela- 
tive, gaid he cancelled plans when 
Mrs. Roosevelt wrote him that diver- 
gent political views “would make it 
embarrassing for al] concerned for you 
to appear at the lecture.” 

The letter suggested, Roosevelt said, 
that he inform the town hall commit-' 


tee that he would be out of the city | 
and could not serve. | 

Small, vivacious Mrs. Roosevelt, | 
wife of the former governor of the | 
Philippines, in Dallas tonight for a/| 
similar lecture on “Life in the Philip- | 
pines,” said: | 

“T have written no letters to the! 
Roosevelt family for publication.” | 

“The Fort. Worth town hall com- 
mittee made all arrangements for my 
lecture. A Mr. Kengedy, whom I had 
never met, introduced me.” 

She referred to Marshall H. Ken- 
nedy, Tarrant county Republican | 
chairman. 

Flliott Roosevelt said he agreed 


when Mrs. W. M. Harrison, executive 
secretary of the town hall group, 
asked him te introduce Mrs. Roose- 
velt, adding that he saw no reason 
why the fact that his father, the 
President, and Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., differed in political views should 
interfere with what he considered “a 
courtesy to a relative and my duty 
as a citizen of Fort Worth.” 

Young Roosevelt said he received & 
letter from the lecturer in which she 
reminded him that her husband's po- 
litical views ‘“‘differed in every respect 
to those of your father, the Presi- 
dent.” 

The letter continued, he said, that 
she entertained the same views as her 
husband and that “it would be em- 
barrassing to all concerned for you to 
appear at the lecture.” 

The President’s son said he tele- 
graphed his relative that under the 
circumstance he would oblige. 

Roosevelt said he then explained

That is to be expected, however, in 
almost any city and the fact remains 
that long ago the two Miamis cor- 
dially invited many criminals of se- 
rious importance to move in and make 
their headquarters there during the 
winters. Al Capone was a distin- 
guished winter resident and many .{ 
his colleagues in the rackets were at- 
tracted from Chicago. New York, 
Philadelphia, Atlantie City and other 
cities of the north. And the first 
thing the two Miamis knew, in the 
hustle of the big boom and the confu- 
sion of the shakedown period which 
followed, the underworld had taken 
a firm hand in the local government. 


Everybody in the 
Miamis has known 
this for 

years and Mr. 
Jimmy Cox, who ran for president 
that time, through his Miami news- 
paper, has crusaded now and again 
to break up the partnership between 
the northern underworld and local and 
state politics. Gambling houses, 
which are distinctly an underworld 
institution, have persisted in spite of 
periodic raids and more or less ear- 
nest drives to clean up the two towns. 
The difficulty has been that many of 
the local businessmen thought it was 
necessary to tolerate a little gambling 
to attract the spenders from the 
north. But they discovered that a 
little gambling in a town is the same 
as a few rats in a corn crib and they 
were overrun not only with profes- 
sional dealers and operators, who are 
not entirely offensive, but with all the 
varieties of swindler, blackmailer and 
jewel thief who follow the trade. Then 
local politicians fell to grafting and 
graft found its way to the state cap- 
itol at Tallahassee antl any honest 
cleanup of the criminal element 
would have to ignore the waiters, bell- 
hops and dishwashers and start off 
by sending to prison some of the most 
prominent citizens. 


Then, too, a race track always at- 
tracts a criminal element whose mem- 
bers do not have to stoop to common 
working class jobs but live in consid- 
erable splendor and Miami has two 
race tracks. In fact, the community 
which will now impose on ordinary 
working people the humiliating proc- 
ess of heaeraviatinn and mugging did 
not hesitate to welcome one group of 
race track operators who were known 
the country over as the bootleggers 
and whose horse park was known as 
the racketeers’ track.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


It is hard to be happy with throb- 
bing, aching agonized dogs. Met a lady 
from a far country the other day. Her 
conversation was more interesting 
than any book. But one’s attention 
was frequently distracted by the ex- 
pression of torture, grief, bitterness 
or fear that constantly flitted over her 
countenance. All the conventional 
measures were employed in vain. Not 
until after she had gone did I learn 


that the wretched woman was under- 
going torture from a pair of new shoes 
a size too small for her. Which set 
me to thinking. The size and shape 
of the shoes one wears may change 
the destinies of all the world. This 
will seem silly or sound, according 
to the extent to which you have suf- 
fered from your dogs. 


Perhaps the most frequent com- 
plaint about the feet is that they 
burn. Burning of the feet occur in 
various conditions, in pronated or 
weak feet, in the early stages ol 
flatfoot, in hyperhidrosis (excessive 
sweating), in erythromelalgia pain- 
ful redness or congestion) and in 
acroparesthesia (numbness, tingling 
and burning of hands or feet of wom- 
en of mature age, from unknown 
cause, possibly shortage of vitamins 
in diet). The relief of burning of 
the feet of course depends on treat- 
ment of the cause. Sufferers should 
avoid constricting the leg with garters. 
They should use plain talcum or 
borated taleum freely in the shoes. 
Sandals, slippers or oxfords are pre- 
ferable to footwear which covers or 
binds the instep. 

Painful heel is sometimes due to 
bursitis of the friction cushion or pad 
between the back or the os calcis (heel 
béne) and the Achilles tendor or heel 
cord. Rest, iodin painting, firm band- 


aging with cotton pads either side of 
the tendon, avoidance 
from shoes for a few days will usually 
overcome. 
tion of the bursa is gonorrheal and 
persists much longer. Stair-climbing 
is particularly to be avoided. 

Spurs (osteophytes), bony projec- 
tions or outgrowths, sometimes appear 
on the under surface of the oscalcis 
or heel bone and may account for 
much pain in the foot or heel, X-ray 
films show these spurs clearly. How- 
ever, they are seen in some _ cases 
where thers is no present complaint of 
heel pain. Probably pain occurs only 
when there is associated bursitis. 
Nevertheless permanent relief is best 
obtained by removal of these spurs, 
through U-shaped incision at sides and 
back of heel, so that after removal of 
the spurs the flaps may be stitched 
back in place and leave no scar on 
the sole of the foot. This surgical 
treatment should be resorted to only 
after a fair trial of rest, proper sup- 
port and other remedies to allay in- 
flammation has failed to bring relief. 
The removal of the spurs is usually 
completely successful. If the patient 
also suffers from pronated or flat 
feet of course, the treatment of heel 
spurs does not alter the treatment of 
the other condition.

“Any newspaper or magazine con-

“The individuals composing such a 
supervisory body should be of such 
character and ability as to insure the 
utmost fairness and honesty of the 
poll; and no newspaper 
should be permitted to publish the re- 
turns of any pre-election poll until its 
fairness and correctness are passed 
upon by such bipartisan or multi- 
partisan board.” 

Would Prevent Repetition. 

He said although the magazine's poll 
was “entirely discredited by the elec- 
tion” in which Landon carried only 
two states to resident Roosevelt's 46, 
measures should be taken to prevent 
another such “performance.” 

The senator said he would introduce 
a resolution calling for the senate in- 
quiry at the next session of congress. 
He aaid he also would author the pro- 
posal for supervision of pre-election 

lis. 

“It would be hard to estimate the 
enormous aums of money that were 
lost by enthusiastic Landonites in the 
last days of the campaign,’ McKellar 
continued. 

On the other hand it (the Digest 
poll) caused hundreds of thousands, 
and paenege millions of voters to vote 
for Landon in the hope they would 
get on the bandwagon.”

2 WAR AMENDMENTS 
ARE PLANNED BY NYE 


Roosevelt Places Embargo 
on New Type American 
Fighting Plane. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(4)— 
Describing Europe as a “tinderbox” 
where war might flame at any mo- 
ment, Chairman Nye, of the sen- 
ate munitions committee, announced 
today he would press for enactment 
of a broad five-point neutrality pro- 


‘gram in the next congress. 


To be embodied in at bills and 
two proposed constitufional amend- 
ments, the program is intended to plug 
the gaps in present neutrality laws, 
put warfare on a “pay as you fight” 
basis, and end wartime profiteering. 

It will call for stringent regulation 
of arms manufacture, he said, because 
“the duPonts and other muntions 
makers refused to co-operate with the 
government in the last war.” 

Nye said he would seek nationaliza- 
tion of a large part of the munitions 
industry, adding that he believed “a 
strong block of liberals’ in both 
houses would support his program. 

Planes Embargoed. 

While Nye was discussing his plans, 
restrictions on exports of latest-type 
American war planes were announced 


‘today by President Roosevelt, after a 


conference with high army and navy 
officials. 


He ordered an embargo on foreign 
sales of new military aircraft until 
one year after the second consignment 
has been delivered to the government. 

The order was issued under the 
espionage act, forbidding the delivery 
of military secrets to other nations. 
It was expected to delay reported 
plans of Great Britain to purchase 
large numbers of American planes, 

Nye said he would ask the next con- 
gress to buttress the present neutral 
ity law with a “mandatory embargo,” 
automatically forbidding loans or mu- 
nition sales to warring nations from 
the hour hostilities break out. 

As it now stands, the act imposes 
an embargo whenever the President 
finds a state of war existing. 

“Cash and carry plan,’ forcing bel- 
ligerent countries to transport all 
American purchases in their own ves- 
sels, will be included in his proposal, 
Nye said. 

He announced he was drafting two 
additional bills: 

1. To take the profits out of war by 
limiting personal incomes to $10,000 
and corporation returns to 6 per cent 
for the duration of the conflict. 

2. To nationalize plants making 
guns, explosives, gas, armor plate and 
warships, and to provide rigid control 
over the manufacture of other muni- 
tions. 

As a “groundwork” for the peace pro- 
gram, Nye said he would propose two 
constitutional amendments. 

“One will authorize the conscription 
of factories and dollars during war- 
time as well as human lives,” he said. 
“The other will provide for a national 
referendum before the nation can en- 
gage in any foreign war.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(4)— 
Admiral William D. Leahy, command- 
er of the battle force, was appointed 
today by President Roosevelt to suc- 
ceed Admiral William H. Standley as 
chief of naval operations when Stand- 
ley retires on January 1. 

The office of chief of naval opera- 
tions is the topmost in the navy high 
command. 

Rear Admiral Claude C. Bloch, now 
commanding battleship division No. 
was elevated to the temporary rank of 
admiral and appointed to succeed Ad- 
miral Leahy as commander of the bat- 
tle forces, second highest command in 
the fleet.

director of the Resettlement Admin- 
istration, said today that 38,000 farm 
families in Alabama, Florida, Georgia 
and South Carolina had repaid $4,- 
009,107, or 48 per cent, of $8,232,826 
advanced under the federal rural re- 
habilitation program in those states. 
Mr. Morgan ‘estimated that an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000 would be repaid 
from cotton and peanut sales yet to 
be made from this year’s crops, mak- 
ing a total/repayment of 61 per cent.

“According to our infowmation, the 
current deficit has accrued from year 
to year since 1930 without any de- 
erease. The credit of the city has been 
maintained by selling scrip covering 
the November and December salaries 
of each year which were retired on 
or before May 1 of the next year and 
by issuing scrip to merchants for ma- 
terial purchased, which was likewise 
retired as and when funds were avail- 
able in the following year. The ma- 
tured bonds were, in effect. refunded 
by the sale of trust receipts which 
have a past due bond as security 
therefor. 

“It is evident that the city cannot 
continue this course of evading its ob 
ligations. Furthermore, as the deficit 
grows, the legal complications become 
more pronounced.

| First monthly payments from employ- 
‘ers of the tax on pay rolls and wages 
to finance the federal old-age pen- 
sion program for the nation’s workers 
will be due next February 28, the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue announced 
tonight. 

The bureau issued detailed regula- 
tions for collection of the tax which 
will be borne equally by émployers 
and employes. The workers share, 
‘which will be one per cent of his wages 
‘next year and will reach a maximum 
of three per cent in 1949, must be 
withheld by the employer when wage 
payments are made. 

The amounts so withhheld, together 
with the equal tax on the employer, 
must be paid monthly by the employ- 
er to his district collector of internal 
revenue. The tax begins on/January 
1, with the first monthly return due 
February 28.
